A Proclamation commanding the due exe- 


cution of the Lawes made for ſetting the 
poore on worke. 


1 Hereas nothing is more agreeable to the true rules of Charitic 


Hand po licie, then the relieuing ot the truly indigent and impotent pooze, 
2870 \ and the letting on woꝛke of thoſe who are able to labour; And where- 
70 90 as diuers good Lawes, haue with great pꝛouidente been made hereto⸗ 
WN 5 foze to that purpoſe, the neglect whereof is the occaſion ot much diloꝛ⸗ 
A 2 der, whereby the poozer ſoꝛt grow to idleneſle, and conſequently runne 
= -@ | into many inconuentences: His Maieſtie therefoze,in His great wil⸗ 
dome and pꝛincely pzonidence,fo2 the good and pꝛolperitie of His people, 
by the aduite of His P:tuie Counſell,andof His Judges, doth ſtraitly charge and command, that 
allthe Lawes heretofoze made, and now ſtanding in fozce,foz the reliefe of the indigent andim- 
potent pooze, foz binding out Appzentices,fo2 pꝛouiding of Stockes, and foꝛ ſetting the pooze on 
woꝛke, bee duely and carefully put in execution. 

And whereas by the Lawes of this Realme, the inhabitants of each Pariſh, where ſuch Pa⸗ 
riſh is of ſufficient abilitie, ought to pꝛouide foz their owne pooꝛe in all the caſes afozeſaid, and 
where the Pariſh ſhall not bee of abilitie ſo to doe, the whole Hundzed, Lathe, oz Wapentake, is 
chargeable therewith, but ifthat alſo by reaſon of the multitude ofthe pooze,oz want ok abilitie of 
the Inhabitants be not ſufficient, that then the whole County is bound to contribute thereunto, 
wherof the Juſtices of Peace of each County, at their generall oz Quarter Seſſtons,are to take 
ſpetiall care.and there ozder the ſame attoꝛdingly: To the end that a due pꝛeparation may be made 
herein befoze the Generall Seſſions, in thoſe Counties eſpecially , where, vpon any accident

there hath fallen, oꝛ ſhall fall out. a moze [peciall occaſion to pzontde Stockes, and to let the vo: 
on wozke; His Maieſty doth hereby ſtratghtly charge and command that the Piniſters,Church- 
wardens, and Ouerleers foꝛ the poore in enery Pariſh, doe fozthwith aſſemble together, and take 
theſe things into their ſerious conſideration, and thereof with all ſpeede aduertiſe the next Ju⸗ 
ſtites of Peate, attoꝛding to the Law and that the Juſtices ofPeace in their ſeueral Diuilions,doe 

allo meete at ſome conuenient times and places to vnderſtand the true ſtate of the pooze in thoſe 
parts, and thereof giue true and full infoꝛmation to the reſt of the Puſtices ofthe peace at the next 
Generall oz Quarter Seſſions; And that at thoſe Seſſions they all take the ſame into their beſt 
and moſt ſerious conliderations, and ſettle and ozder the ſame accozdingly , as that which doeth 
greatly tend to the glozy of God, and the honour of His Pateſties gouernement, and willvery 
much conduce to the peace, quiet, and pꝛoſperitie ofthe whole Kingdorne, 

And his Mateſtie doeth further charge and require His Judges in their ſeuerall circuits, to 
take an exact account how thele things haue been, and chall be from time to time obſerued, and 
what the ſucceſle thereof ſhall bee, from whom His Mateſtie will expect to be truely infozmed at 
their returnes out of their circuits. 

And His Pateſttes expzeſle pleaſure and Royall commandis, that all and euery Sherfffes, 
Maiozs, Juſtices ofPeace,Conſtables,Churchwardens,Ouerſeers ofthe pooze,Headbozoughs, 
Tithingmen, and all other his Officers, Miniſters and louing Subtects in their ſenerall places 
doe faithfully and diligently obſerue, execute, and perfozme all and euery the Pzemiſſes as they 
tender his Maieſties fauour, and would anoide his highnes diſpleaſure foꝛ the neglect theredkat 


their vttermoſt perils,
